The  beginning  oF  the  1950-51  basketball  season  saw 
the  men  from  Appalachian  rated  for  their  first  cellar 
position  in  the  histor\-  of  the  school.  Gone  were  such 
men  as  Glen  Causey,  Charlie  Hope,  Pete  Martin  and 
Clifton  Wey,  with  oiiK  Cleorge  Lancaster  and  Joe  Hunt 
about  which  Coach  I  hxncr  was  to  build  his  hardwood 
men.  Men  like  Alvin  Hooks,  John  P\echa,  Charlie  Moir, 
Orville  Stanley,  Perk  Collins,  Jimm\  Mast  and  Ral|ih 
Hodges  were  supposed  to  be  too  green  to  compete  with 
the  game-veterans  of  1  ligh  Point,  Catawba  and  Lenoir 
Rhyne.  Coach  I  Inovcr  molded  these  bo\s  into  a  team
